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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued as "Independent claim 12 of the 
present application recites a "computer system" comprising an "access control list,., configured to contain independent rule blocks." 
Harsham do teach this limitation as "The rules defined for an object 130 are specified at 132. The order of the rules in the list 132 can be 
changed by selecting a rule and moving the rule up and down using inputs 131 and 133. A selected rule may be edited or removed, as 
indicated at 134 and 135. A new rule may be added as indicated at 136. Rules inherited from other objects are illustrated at 137." at 
(Fig. 7A, lines 53-60). Harsham do teach order of the rules in the list 1 32. Harsham also teaches as "he clients for which the rule applies 
are specified at 144. The servers for which the rule is defined are specified at 145." The claim 12 has been rejected using two 
references. In response to Appellant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642F. 2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F. 2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Appellant obviously attacks references individually 
without taking into consideration based on the teaching of combinations of references as shown above. With respect to Harsham, 
appellant seems to argue points the examiner has already construed Harsham does not explicitly teach while restricting the arguments on 
the Harsham-Nguyen combined to arguments of no motivation. 
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
